Tke Charter is a half-step in the right direction 



In the military dictatorships of Latin 
America today, life for many consists of 
waiting for the knock on the door at 
night that will herald their disap- 
pearance. The people picked up In the 
juntas’ fishing expeditions for 
dissidents might return weeks later. As 
often, they will simply disappear 
forever. 

In South Africa, almost 20 million 
blacks provide a pool of slave labor for 4 
million whites. 

In Poland, farmers demand the right 
to join their colleagues In the cities In 
an independent labor union. On the 
borders, Soviet, East German and 
Czechoslovakian soldiers are massing. 

In Saudi Arabia, women accused of 
adultery are stoned to death. Thieves 
sometimes lose their hands. 

And In Canada, the first volume of the 
Macdonald report on decades of Illegal 
RCMP activity has been In the hands of 
the federal solicitor-general for weeks; 
the report Is In the process of being 
"abridged", and only selected portions 
will ever be made public. 

All of these are the consequences of 
governments whose power Is unbridled, 
and of societies willing to tolerate the 
resulting excesses or unable to resist 
them. An observer is hard-pressed to 
find any country In the world where 
citizens can live unmolested to any 
degree by government. Where they are 
^not openly predatory, governments are

strangling -people In bureaucracy, 
oppressing them with odious laws, 
ignoring the plight of the poor while 
fattening the rich, etc. 

Canadians are lucky In that our 
population Is relatively small In a rich 
country. Further, we are lucky In that we 
are a small country that has transferred 
from one empire (the British) to another 
(the U.S.) relatively bloodlessly. Our 
overlords were and are most Interested 
In plundering our resources than in 
stationing armies on our territory. 

As a result, we have been spared the 
brutalization that afflicts much of the 
rest of the world. 

But In no way can we pretend that 
Canada has been free from oppressive 



government. From the crushing of the 
Métis In the 1870s to the police states 
inaugurated under the War Measures 
Act In 1914, 1939 and 1970, and from the 
extermination of Canada’s native 
peoples to Duplessis' padlock laws, 
Canadians have tasted what others 
have lived with for generations. 

The contempt our governments hold 
for civil rights Is eloquently demon- 
strated in the bargaining that has taken 
place since the present prime minister 
proposed an entrenched Canadian 
Charter of- Rights while still Justice 
minister in the Pearson cabinet. 
Provincial premiers have effectively 
held our civil rights to ransom, holding 
out on the Charter until the federal 



government agrees to dismember Itself 
by "repatriating" Its powers to the 
provinces. . 

The events of October 1970 make It 
difficult to take Pierre Trudeau very 
seriously when he speaks, eloquently 
as always, of the need to place checks 
on , Parliament’s and provincial 
legislatures’ powers. 

But In something like the proposed 
Charter of Rights, we have a first, In- 
complete step in the right direction. 

It Is true, as opponents of the Charter 
argue, that Canadian courts have not 
shown themselves to be outstanding 
defenders of civil rights; we can expect 
their performance In enforcing the 
Charter to be mediocre In the great 
Canadian tradition. 

Further, it Is true that the courts can 
do little against a truly repressive and 
authoritarian government. Against guns 
and tanks, judges can do nothing. 

But a constitutionally entrenched 
Charter, and the opportunities It opens 
for Individuals to seek redress for 
violations of their rights, Is a step In the 
direction of creating a political at- 
mosphere In this country which will 
make people more conscious of their 
liberty, fragile as It Is. 

And perhaps then Canadians will be 
less willing to barter their rights for law 
and order at the first hint of distur- 
bance.

Constitutional discussion goes on despite Axworthy

A February conference on women 
and the constitution will go ahead 
because women must have their 
criticisms heard, according to Janet 
Port of the National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women. 

NACSW Is just one of many groups 
that has endorsed the February con- 
ference on women and the constitution, 
hastily organized by an ad hoc com- 
mittee of concerned feminists after the 
government-funded Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women 
(CACSW) decided to postpone the 
original conference until the end of 
May. 

"The timing here Is Important; May 
will be too late. The decisions are being 
made now and women must have Input 
into those decisions," said Port. 

The Council lost five of Its members, 
Including President Doris Anderson, In 
the aftermath of Its controversial 
decision to postpone the conference. 
Anderson resigned in protest over what 
she called "political Interference" on 
the part of Liberal MP Lloyd Axworthy, 
the minister responsible for the status 
of women. Axworthy has admitted that 
he asked the council executives to 
delay the conference on the basis that it 
would "embarrass" the federal 
government since the constitution 
package will be before Parliament at 
this time. 

Axworthy has been called on to 
resign by Conservative MPs, Including 
Flora Macdonald and Walter McLean. In 
a statement last week he said the In- 
cident had "damaged his career." 

Women’s groups around the country 
have praised Apderson for her actions 
and openly questioned the ability of the 
Coupcl!,. .In. light of Jts. jjqljtJcal af- 




thelr qualifications are," she said. 

Whether or not the Council will 
participate in the February conference 
Is unclear. 

“We are Inviting Doris Anderson to 
come," said Bryce. "Other Council 
members are welcome as well, but 
some may consider It a conflict of in- 
terest." 

Interim Council vice-president Hellle 
Wilkson said Monday that she had not 
been Informed about the conference as 
yet, and didn't know whether she would 
be there. 

The first day of the conference will be 



devoted to discussion In workshops 
concerning the Constitution Com- 
mittee's proposals to Parliament. This 
will be followed with a press conference 
In the afternoon and a reception later 
that evening hosted by Maureen Me- 
Tear, wife of Opposition leader Joe 
Clark. 

The ad hoc committee was able to 
reserve government offices for the 
conference and Is expecting over 250 
delegates. 

"The conference Is open to everyone, 
and so< far we’ve had excellent 
response," said Bryce.

A great, tedious debate

In his attempt to bring home the 
Canadian constitution complete with 
amending formula, bill of rights, et alia, 
Pierre Trudeau has engaged the country 
in one of the greatest and possibly most 
tedious debates in its history. 

The decision to bring the constitution 
home Is long overdue; some say as 
much as 50 years overdue. The brunt of 
the debate, however, has not focused 
on the Issue of whether the constitution 
should be patrlated, but rather whether 
it should be done without the 
agreement of the provinces on things as 
fundamental as a bill of rights and an 
amending formula. 

It Is probably not realistic to expect 
that Trudeau could ever have managed 
to get the provinces to agree to his plan, 
no matter what the substance of the 
proposal was. 

“If ■ he could have gotten the 
provinces to agree that would have 
been great. But It's silly to patriate 
without an amending formula. Then 
everything would be just frozen In 
amber," said Canadian government 
expert and McGill professor James 
Mallory. 

The nature of the amending formula 
Is one of the areas of greatest concern. 
The federal government has proposed a 
modification of the 1970 Victoria for* 
mula, which would require the approval 
of the federal government, Quebec, 
Ontario, two Atlantic -provinces, and 
two Western provinces with 50 per cent 
of the region's population. 

The alterations to the formula are 
that the legislatures in the provinces 
would have to pass any proposed 
amendments rather than going with 
simple government approval. The other 
twist -is* that- If-the-iegislatures- fall to-

pass the amendment the government 
has recourse to a referendum. 

"The key thing that the federal 
government added on which is most 
offensive is the national referendum," 
said Richard Schultz, visiting professor 
from York University", who spent two 
years working In the federal-provincial 
relations office. 

“I'm of two minds on the Issue. The 
dangers are not Insignificant. However, 
on balance It is a measure which allows 
people to have some sort of say," said 
Schultz. 

Mallory, however, Is unequivocal. 

“I don't believe in referenda. It’s 
difficult to get people to take a com- 
plicated Issue and then just count 
heads," he said. “If you just count 
heads, the vast majority would like to 
restore hanging, and, for' àll I know, 
flogging. Your average MP or cabinet 
minister Is a relatively responsible 
person. 

“Trudeau Is deluding himself If he 
thinks this would work. In countries 
where they have such referenda, they 
hardly ever lead to change. People 
believe ‘Better the devil you know...’ “ 

Entrenching a bill of rights has also 
caused much heated discussion. The 
substance of the proposal Itself has 
come under fife, and garnered the wrath 
of women’s groups, native groups, legal 
and police associations and many 
others. 

According to Mallory the original 
draft of the bill of rights "appalled most 
of us who had been involved in 
discussions. It was as full of holes as 
Swiss cheese." 

The government has now proposed a 
series of amendments and it Is now 
without a doubt superior to the original 
plan. 

- - - However, the very Idea of entrenching 



a bill of rights In the constitution is at 
issue. 

’-’Trudeau was determined to get a bill 
of rights in the constitution. It was 
Increasingly clear that it would be tough 
to sell the provinces. But he’s a man 
with a mission and he’s stubborn," said 
'Mallory. 

The debating regarding en- 
trenchment divides along two lines. 
One argues the only way to guarantee 
the fundamental rights of the citizen Is 
through entrenchment. The other favors 
the British tradition which argues that 
an Individual is better protected by 
judicial Interpretation of common law. 

Trudeau has argued that the 1960 
Canadian Bill of Rights Is only an in- 
fluence on Parliament rather than a 
constitutional limitation, and hence not 
powerful enough. Other human rights 
legislation, be it federal or provincial, Is 
subject to amendment or repeal by the 
enacting legislature. Trudeau also 
believes that the Bill of Rights must 
declare invalid any existing or future 
statute in conflict with it. 

Oh this matter, British Columbia 
presented a brief In December to a 
British foreign .relations committee 
arguing that Trudeau’s plan would 
contradict anestabllshed constitutional 
convention that requires Ottawa . to 
obtain the^consent of the provinces 
before seeking constitutional amend- 
ments that would diminish powers or 
affect federal-provincial relationships. 

Here they argued that the Bill of 
Rights diminished provincial powers 
because any law, federal or provincial, 
that Is Inconsistent with the provisions 
of the charter Is inoperative and of no 
force or effect. 

Donald Smiley has argued: "At dif- 
ferent times and under different cir- 
cumstances.human societies recognize 
different rights and order those so 
recognized according to quite different 
priorities and that the rights won In one 
generation often become In quite 
unintended ways the bastions of 
reaction and privilege In the next." 

It could also be argued that the 
financial resources of most Canadians 
are too limited to pursue such Issues. 

"If you encourage people to think 
they have rights they will Invoke them 
and those who do won’t be the weak 
and dispossessed. You’re talking about. 



a tremendous commitment of resources 
to carry (a case) through to the end," 
said Schultz. 

There is also concern that the 
Canadian court system Is not equipped 
to handle the new responsibilities It 
would be faced with under such a 
charter. 

The Supreme Court , has been 
criticized for Its handling of the 1960 
Canadian Bill of Rights by University of - 
Toronto professor Peter Russell, who 
did acknowledge, "even In a country 
where the public and the courts , are 
accustomed to the Judiciary’s playing a 
large role In the revision of legislation 
this would be a remarkable challenge." 

According to Mallory, "It’s fair to 
say our courts aren't well-equipped to 
handle a bill of rights. Therefore some 
serious questions are raised about the 
Court's ability to handle an entrenched 
bill of rights." 

Said Schultz: "A bill of rights in the 
U.S. did not prevent the government 
from Infringing on the rights of the 
citizens. 

"How many women's issues do you 
want settled by male-dominated 
courts?” he asked. 

The patriation of the constitution Is a 
welcome move. However, the govern- 
ment's proposal Is somewhat flawed. 

The amending formula, as it stands, 
is not acceptable. Referenda are not 
reliable pulse-taking measures. Am- 
biguous or unclear questions along the 
lines of the one posed by the Quebec 
government in the May referendum 
illustrates part of the problem. Massive 
advertising campaigns, with ac- 
companying distortions, also mean 
unreliability. Further, it is not realistic to 
assume that people are capable of 
resolving complex natural resource or 
language Issues In the isolation of the 
voting booth. 

The Bill of Rights may be a fine idea, 
but the fundamental dangers to civil 
libertles.in this country are posed by the 
Official Secrets 'Act and the War 
Measures Act; legislation which will 
remain in place after patriation. 

The high-minded language which has 
been used by the Liberal cabinet 
ministers in defence of the Bill of Rights 
is Interesting when contrasted with the 
government’s 11-year history. 
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Quebec government responds to tke proposal

With the prospect of the unilateral 
patrlation of the Canadian constitution 
by the federal government In the offing, 
the Parti Québécois has begun to 
mobilize’ for the coming federal- 
provincial battle. 

The probability of a provincial 
election in Quebec this spring also 
serves to. reinforce the vigour with 
which the Quebec government has 
attacked the question of the 
"Canadianization” of the constitution. 

"Prime Minister Trudeau's con- 
stitutional proposals are unacceptable 
to many Canadians (and) not only the 
Parti Québécois," according to Henry 
Milner, political scientist and Parti 
Québécois (PQ) candidate in West- 
mount. 

One major objection the PQ has to 
the manner in which the federal 
government Is proceeding In the con- 
stitutional debate is that changes are 
being made in Britain and not by 
Canadians. 

“That Ottawa Is patriatlng the con- 
stitution unilaterally is dubious but that

it Is changing It In London is in- 
tolerable" said Milner. 

Quoting from an article in the Toronto 
Globe and Mall of January 14, Milner 
said "Prime Minister Trudeau proposes 
to have enacted in Britain changes to 
the Canadian constitution which he 
could not achieve In Canada. That Is 
surely not acceptable to Canadians. 
Canada is not a colony.” 

Rather than . accepting 
unquestionably the federal govern- 
ment's constitutional proposals, Milner 
said that "our interest lies in our 
(Quebec's) participation in that process 
the patrlation of the constitution — not 
in a passive support for unwarranted 
Intervention." 

In a brochure circulated by Com- 
munication Quebec, one of the 
provincial agencies involved in the 
government's campaign against the 
current patrlation formula, the PQ 
administration describes the actions of 
the federal government. 

"Ottawa refuses to negotiate with us 
and has decided to go to London to 
change the rules of the game without 
us...Quebec and the majority of the 
provinces refuse to play this game.” 
Describing the possibility of the 
unilateral patrlation of the constitution 
as a "coup de force by Ottawa" the 
brochure goes on to sum up the PQ's 
view of Ottawa's Initiatives. 

"We are an association of equal parts 
In this contract (the constitution) and 
we must prevent Ottawa from making It 
exclusively its business.” 

Another basic objection the PQ has 
to Trudeau’s proposals is the amending 
formula, said Milner. 

"A basic part of patrlation is the 
amending formula and here too the 
fundamental nature of Canadian 
federalism Is violated. Chretien’s recent 
changes keep the much criticized 
provision which allows the federal 
government to change the constitution 



over the heads of the provinces by 
means of a referendum, and this is 
unacceptable." 

One area that has drawn a great deal 
of attention to Itself lately Is the Ot- 
tawa-initiated charter of rights. 

"In Quebec, the main concern Is over 
language rights in education, a concern 
voiced not only In the PQ but also In 
other political, in professional and 
cultural organizations, and by 
editorialists In all the French-language 
newspapers" said Milner. 

• The most recent version of the federal 
government's constitutional proposal 
has taken away much of the provincial 
government’s power over their 
respective educational systems, which 
will have an especially big Impact In 
Quebec. The proposed constitution 
would seriously limit any right that the 
Quebec provincial government has to 
regulate admissions to school based on 
language policies. 

According to Milner "the problem 
beings with the ambiguous criteria that 
will be used because it will be a 
nightmare to apply, and it will be 
compounded by the fact that the federal 
courts will be setting language policies 
based on a text that was drawn up In 
Ottawa and passed in England." 

"Since nothing Is more important to a 
culture than education and language, 
outside impositions on the part of the 
federal government are nothing less 
than a coup de force. The cultural in- 
stitutions of Quebec must be subject to 
the control of Quebec" said Milner. 

In effect then the Quebec govern- 
ment's case against the patrlation of 
the constitution is based on two 
principal arguments. 

First of all, Quebec and all the other 
nine provinces entèred Into Con- 
federation as equal partners and any 
action toward the unilateral patrlation 
of the constitution would be a complete 
circumvention of the basic structure 
upon which Canadian federalism was 
‘ built. 

The second argument against the 
proposed constitution of significant 
Importance is that the federal govern- 
ment’s Imposition of a bill of rights on 
Canadians does not adequately take 
into consideration the reality of 
Quebec's situation In Canada as a 
distinct and minorltarian body 
surrounded by an anglophone majority. 
The right to determine the language and 
educational policies of Quebec Is 
central to the preservation of this

distinctive culture. 

Regardless of whether or not the 
people of Quebec can live up to the 
provincial government's claim that it Is 
time to show Ottawa that "the majority 
of the population of Quebec, like the 
rest of Canada Is against the plan of the 
federal government", the coming 
months will prove crucial In the re- 
shaping of Canadian federalism for 
years to come. 

Who will stand to gain the most from 
a new constitution remains to be an- 

swered.Canadlans and Quebecers can

The reaction of McGill political 
groups to the constitutional package is 
as diverse as that on the federal and 
provincial levels. Only one group 
supports the entire package unreser- 
vedly, but all recognize the need for 
constitutional reform. 

On the question of the Constitution, 
Liberal McGill sides with the federal 
government. In January the group sent 
a letter to Claude Ryan expressing their 
strong support of the constitutional 
package as It stands. The letter men- 
tions the difficulty of reaching con- 
sensus between the federal government 
and the provinces. 

"Many years of constitutional 
negotiation between the federal and 
provincial governments have failed to 
produce unanimity or even consensus 
on Issues as fundamental as patrlation 
of the Constitution, human rights and 
an amending formula," the letter states. 

"The media Is twisting people's Ideas 
and making unilateral action on -the 
Constitution unpopular,” said Lubln 
Bisson, a member of Liberal McGill. 

"Within our own group there were 
some complaints about going for It 
unilaterally," said Bisson. "These 
complaints tended to be from provincial 
Liberals who adhered more to Ryan's 
views. They said that the unilateral 
approach fueled separatism." 

Liberal McGill’s letter to Ryan also 



calls for an "end to the unfortunate 
trend of decentralization In order to 
ensure the future strength of our 
country." 

NDP McGill Is opposed In principle to 
unilateral patrlation but in practice 
'tends to support the federal govern- 
ment's action. 



"There are two reasons for this," says 
Shawn Barber, president of NDP McGill. 



"The first is that polls indicate that 
many Canadians support '.patrlation. 
The second Is that a Liberal majority 
makes it Inevitable it will pass."

They dream of a free enterprise 
utopia, of a land where the pioneering 
spirit laonce again revered. 

And they see a day when this 
promised land is delivered In an In- 
dependent Western Qanadlan nation. 

They are Western separatists, the 
latest and certainly most visible 
political cowboys to ride out of the 
West's current middle-class malcon- 
tents. From community halls to radio 
stations It Is the dirty thirties all over 
again — only this time the strongest 
protest Is coming from the right. 

“Surely, after 100 years of economic' 
mistreatment, you should have a

choice,” says Doug Christie, the 34- 
year-old leader of Western Canada 
Concept. “The federal government has 
been using Western money from 
resources for frivolous spending for. the 
Mirabel airport, the World’s Fair and the 
Olympics. 

"It’s done to keep the sweet, selected 
few in power. It’s a corrupt way to float 
the Canadian debt." 

Christie's message, well received by 
62 people at a July meeting in Van- 
couver, Is a classical one In the West; It 
is a feeling that the West is being bled 
resource dry to feed Ontario and 
Quebec, that the federal government Is 
some agent out to wreak economic ruin, 
and that somehow big government, big 
business and big labour are conspiring 
to rob the West. 

B.C. enjoyed Its usual share of 
political lunacy this past summer. The 
day after he .allegedly shoved a 



television cameraman on his back, 
Universities Minister Pat McGeer took 
his seat in the legislature dressed in full 
boxing regalia, complete with T-shirt 
reading Take a Cameraman to Lunch. 

There is a tendency here to write off 
the separatist movement as another 
humorous example of the West’s 
lunatic fringe, but the numbers at- 
tending separatist rallies, at least in 
B.C., Indicate a growing sense of 
frustration, alienation and even 
paranoia amongst traditional Con- 
servatives. 

The day after Christie spoke, a rally 
here for the Western Canada Federation 
drew more than 300 people. But that 
meeting showed some of the 
schizophrenia of the movement, the 
We’d-llke-to-be-patrlots-but-you-people-are- 
n’t-llstening-to-us-syndrome. 

When former B.C. cabinet minister 
and evangelical minister Phil Gaglardl 
told the meeting that “divislonism” was 
a “cancer" that "must, of necessity, be 
eliminated," he got strong applause. 
Yet when West-Fed’s Elmer Knutson 
thanked Gaglardl “for the same rhetoric 
we’ve heard for 114 years," he received 
a standing ovation. 

The separatists have attracted mainly 
the elderly, old-line Conservatives who 
feel thwarted that their solid support for 
the Tories Is useless because of On- 
tario's third-time-lucky love affair with 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau. Many are 
the' legendary "tennis shoe" con- 
stituents, the very ones who guaranteed 
late-B.C. premier W.A.C. Bennett’s 
many re-elections. 

The movement has yet to attract the 
New Conservatives, the residents of 
Vancouver's billowing suburbs, who 
regularly elect Tory and Social Credit 
candidates. Until they do so, 
the movement will keep Its Image, 
deserved In many ways, as part of the 
nutty right-wing fringe. Knutson, who 
spoke to the 300 people at the Van-

But the NDP executive feels there are 
errors of omission In the Charter., 
"Since Ontario has the largest 
proportion of Frdnch-speaklng 
Canadians outside Quebec, there 
should be stronger provisions for 
bilingualism In Ontario," says Barber. 

"Sexual orientation should be in- 
cluded as a fundamental right." 

With regard to resources, Barber 
conceded that there were 
disagreements within the party. 

"We do agree that the economy 
should have a degree of central plan- 
ning," says Barber. "We agree with the 
government of Saskatchewan that the 
provinces should have control of In-

terprovlncial trade but we are opposed 
to provincial control of international 
trade." 

NDP McGill Is disturbed by the 



possibility of the British government 
rejecting the Canadian government’s 
proposals. 

“For the British to demand certain 
changes would put Canada back In a 
colonial position," says Barber. 

Eric Alexander, president of PC 
McGill, say's that his group takes the 
same stance as their federal coun- 
terpart. 

"We object to a patriatlon that is not 
made in Canada," he says. 

"The Charter of Human Rights Is 
desirable if.it Can be carried out," says 
Alexander. 

"But we believe the proposed Con- 
stitution deserves a second look and 
the Liberal government Is not providing 
us with It." 

. The Workers’ Communist Party (WCP) 
sees patriatlon of the constitution as 
beneficial “but the package Trudeau 
promises to deliver falls far short of 
people's needs." 

The party believes that the con- 
stitutional package ignores the needs 
of eight million Canadians, a group 
which Includes Indians, Metis, Chinese 
Canadians, black Canadians, French 
Canadians, Québécois, Inuit and 
Acadlans. 

The WCP suggests that the rights of 
these' groups and other rights, such as 
the right to strike, can be achieved, but 
not by depending on the federal and 
provincial governments. 
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couver rally, has referred to Trudeau as 
the “single most dangerous person in 
Canada" and as someone who must be 
stopped before "he turns this country 
Into a socialist dictatorship." 

The separatists' biggest challenge is 
In finding a leader under which the five' 
active separatist organizations can rally 
to attract the suburban conservatives 
who would be cornerstones of any 
successful movement. 

Knutson Is now trying to raise a war 
chest of $250,000 to attract a leadership 
candidate. Until that time, the 
movement is doomed to the in-fighting 
rivalries and petty debates that have so 
far limited any of their effectiveness. 

So far the only hero to emerge from 
the movement is Louis Riel, a bizarre 
twist on history as Riel was neither a 
separatist nor "a particularly marked 
supporter of a unlllngual English state 
In the West. 

Yet Christie refers to him as "an 
honourable gentleman" because "he 
had a faith, a belief, in the people of 
Western Canada." And he blames 
"Canadian history books" for drawing a 
poor picture of Riel. 

Christie has been flogging bumper 
stickers reading “Louis Riel — Where 
are you now that we need you?" for $1 
each and for $5, Christie will part with a 
cassette recording of his own 
separatist speeches. 

The separatists’ lowest point so far 
has been Christie's ill-fated 2,500 
kilometre journey to Manitoba. In 
Winnipeg, he drew an audience of eight. 
At a Brandon University cafeteria, only 
two people, one a reporter, bothered to 
attend. > 

The separatist scenario has each of 
the four Western provincial legislatures 
deciding to hold a referendum on a new 
federation including the two territories. 
Then the MLAs would write a con- 
stitution, which also would be 
presented to the public in a referendum. 
But the composition of the new nation 
has led to the self-destruction of at 
least one group, the B.C. based Western 
National Association, sending Christie 
off with his WCC. Stan Bennet, his chief 
protagonist, now heads a group called 
the Western Canada Party. 

Some groups want to maintain the 
monarchy, while others are content that 
the West simply form a nation before 
any other blueprints are revealed. 
Platforms Include the elimination of 
tariffs, the use of only a single official 
language, the elimination of legal 
abortions, the réintroduction of capital 
punishment; essentially, a collection of 
conservative ideals and values. 

A popular analogy with separatists is 
that of the cow representing Con- 
federation. Fed by the West, Ontario 
and Quebec get all the milk, while the 



Maritimes get stuck with the shit. 

One now-defunct group even went so 
far as to write a pithy national anthem, 
titled, naturally, The Anthem of the 
West. One of five verses is: 

When we found ourselves in slavery 
dwelling 

We were sad to see our country.dying 
Be with courage of the heart 
We resolved to make a start 
To save the future of Our Land 
But the evident amateurism might be 
balanced by businesses’ attraction to 
the Western alienation message. 

Vancouver Board of Trade president 
Bruce Pepper recently said B.C. was not 
prepared to forgo Its resources for the 
sake of national unity. Nor, he said, 
would B.C. aid a federal government 
"determined to forge ahead to per- 
petuate the subsidy of Eastern Canada 
and to hell with the West."

Gordon Gibson says the federal 
proposal for an export tax on gas could 
well be the equivalent of what the tea 
tax was to the American colonies. 

And for those attracted to the 
comparison with the American 
revolution, renegade former Saskat- 
chewan Tory leader Dick Collver has 
formed a party advocating the 
secession of Western Canada and its 
union with the U.S. Collver became the 
West’s first separatist MLA when he left 
the Tories to sit as an Independent 
separatist. When fellow Tory and long- 
time friend Dennis Ham followed suit, 
Collver formed , the Unionist Party, a 
name culled by combining the words 
"union" and "best". 

“Even if you create a new con- 
stitution, you are talking about 
something new that’s never been tried," 
said Collver, a wealthy investor with 
holdings In Arizona. "Why not Join the 
U.S. with a constitution that’s been 
functioning for 200 years and works like 
a darn?" 

Collver himself would fare better 
under a right to bear arms. The day he 
stepped down as Tory head, Collver, for 
no apparent reason, fired a revolver 
shot from his townhouse balcony. 
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Franco-Ontarians remain in the dark

At Saint Dominique elementary 
school In Timmins, Ontario, there Is a 
rule that students must speak French 
while Inside the building. Saint 
Dominique Is a French language school 
with children most from franco- 
Ontarian homes. 

But the language of the schoolyard 
and playground Is English. Children 
sing English songs, watch English 
television and go to English movies.' 
Their parents may speak French at 
home but they work In English. 

French-Canadlan cultural roots are 
being forgotten. In a word, fran- 
cophones outside Quebec are being 
assimilated. 

Prime Minister Trudeau probably 
would have liked to Include Ontario 
under section 133, which binds Quebec, 
Manitoba and now New Brunswick to 
provide certain services In both English 
and French. 

However, In a move calculated to 
swing Premier William Davis behind the 
proposal, the government exempted 
Ontario from section 133. 

Even If 133 were extended to Ontario, 
would It provide adequate protection to 
the francophone minority there? 

Of the more than 925,000 French- 
Canàdlans living outside Quebec, half 
have already been assimilated. Ac- 
cording to the Fédération des fran- 
cophone hors Québec (FFHQ), the 
present rate of assimilation Is 
estimated at 27 per cent a year. Already 
more than half of the French-Canadlans 
living outside Quebec have given up the 
use of their mother-tongue and the 
FFHQ fears that within four years over 
700,000 will do the same. 

In 1837, Lord Durham published the 
Report on the Aftalrs of British North 
America. He concluded that the 
economy of British North America was 
dominated by English-speaking people 
with English values and that French- 
speaking people were backward and 



poorly educated. He proposed that 
assimilation was the only way to ensure 
French-speaking people of a better 
future. 

In April 1977, the French-Canadlans 
outside Quebec baptized themselves 
"the heirs of Lord Durham." This Is an 
linage of a dispossessed people, a 
people without a country; this they 
protest. 

"Our dreams have been shattered. 
We are going through a severe crisis 
which may even have been planned 
and deliberately cultivated,” says the 
1977 report The Heirs of Lord Durham 
put (Jut by the FFHQ.

Question: What will the proposed ! 
Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms mean for Canadian womén? 
Answer: "...an end to all forms of 
discrimination against women, that Is If 
the Constitution Committee accepts 
our proposals," said Hellle Wilson, vice- 
president of the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women. 

The council was created in 1973 to 
study and publicize women's Issues 
and to advise the Minister (currently 
Lloyd Axworthy, Minister of Em- 
ployment and Immigration) on those 
issues concerning the status of women. 

The council supports wholeheartedly 
In principle the Idea of entrenching a 
Bill of Rights Into the constitution, but 
have found the government's proposals 
, too vague; and, subsequently open to 
varying Interpretations by the courts. 

“It Is of paramount Importance to 
ensure that the wording used In the 
charter will provide such clear direc- 
tions to judges that they cannot 
possibly misinterpret the Intended 
content and meaning," said a Council 
report of November 18, 1980. 

In light of the failure of the current 
Canadian BUI of Rights to provide 
equality for women, the council has

come up with several changes to the 
new Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
proposed by the government's con- 
stitution committee. 

Some of their changes have already 
been accepted, particularly those 
applying to Section (15) on "Non- 
discrimination Rights”. 

The section has been amended to 
read, "Every Individual Is equal before 
and under the law" and that all In- 
dividuals have the right to "equal 
benefit of the law." 

The purpose Is to protect women and 
other minorities from discriminatory 
laws already on the books. The current 
Bill of Rights merely provides for 
- "equality In the administration of the 
law” as Interpreted by the courts. 

A prime example of the inadequacy of 
this Interpretation is the fate of native 
women who marry non-natives and 
subsequently lose all rights as natives 
for themselves as well as their children. 
This penalty does not apply to native 
men who marry non-native women. 



Charter of Rights and Freedoms: 
Will it include women? 



Clearly a law that discriminates on the 
basis of sex, this has been tolerated by 
the courts because minorities have not 
been given the equal protection and 
benefit of the law. 

American law provides for the equal 
protection of the law as well as Its 
administration. It also recognizes the 
Inevitability of the courts to make 
distinctions between groups of people. 
However, certain of these distinctions, 

In particular race, are not sanctioned. 
Unfortunately, U.S. courts can't seem to 
decide whether sex Is a reasonable 
basis for classification. 

"We see no need to Import Into our 
law this American muddleheadedness," 
said the Council. 

The Council is therefore calling for a 
second sub-section to the article on 
Non-dlscrimlnatlon Rights which 
clearly spells out on what grounds 
equal rights can be denied. Specifically, 
"only on the basis of a reasonable 
distinction” and that "sex, race, 
national or ethnic origin, and religion 
will never constitute a reasonable 
distinction." 

The third sub-section to this article 
concerns affirmative action programs. 
The government’s proposal would . 
provide for any programs that would 
benefit anyone who was "disad- 
vantaged". The Council has determined 
that this Is entirely too vague. They 
want the affirmative action programs 
limited to those legislated by the . 
government, and they want them to 
apply to those individuals whose 
"disadvantages are related to race or 
sex or to any other unreasonable 
distinction...” 

In connection with these changes, - 
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the Council has asked that the word 
discrimination be removed because 
they feel it Implies that a person has to 
be adversely affected before they can 
claim equality rights. They would also 
like to see the title — Non- 
discrimination Rights — changed to 
Equal Rights to reflect the positive 
nature of section (15). 

There are other sections of the 
proposed Charter not dealing expressly 
with equal rights which the Council 
would like to see altered. 

In particular, section one Is viewed by 
the Council as "deplorable". 

"If section one Is allowed to.contlnue 
In Its present form, there is no point In 
having the rest of the Charter. Our 
liberties and rights will be in greater 
jeopardy while 'guaranteed' by a 
Charter containing Section one than 
ever they have been," said the Council 
report. 

Section one states that the 
guarantees of the entrenched rights are 
"subject only to such reasonable limits 
as are generally accepted In a free and 
democratic society with a parliamen- 
tary system of government." 

In the Council’s view, a main murpose 
of the Charter is to protect minority 
rights, and these should not be limited 
by majority opinion. Also, because any 
"limitations" would come from 
Parliament and be subject to approval 
by the courts, It might cause un- 
. necessary conflict between those two 
bodies. 

Ostensibly, the purpose of this 
section Is to permit the curtailment of 
certain rights, In the public's interest, 
during a national crisis. If, Indeed,' such

a clause Is necessary, the grounds for 
such limitation must be succinctly and 
narrowly defined. Also, the philosophy 
behind such limitations — the ultimate 
protection of all basic rights — should 
be clearly expressed. 

Jean Chretien, Minister of Justice, 
announced in early January-that the 
present section one would be struck 
and that the amended version will be a 
simple Introduction to the Charter. 

Section 29 of the original proposal by 
the government Included a three-year 
moratorium on the implementation of 
section 15, the purpose being to allow 
governments time to change their laws 
In accordance with the Charter. The 
Council wants this struck completely. 

"This is surely unconscionable, and 
extremely incongruous given the haste 
with which the government is 
proceeding with the rest of the 
resolution," they said. 

To amend the problems faced by 
native women, the Council would like to 
see section 24 which guarantees "any 
rights or freedoms that pertain to the 
native peoples of Canada" reworded to 
include the phrase, "provided that such 
rights or freedoms pertain equally to 
native men and women". 

With cases of sexual assault in mind, 
the Council also wants section 26 
concerning the admissibility of 
evidence during trials redefined so that 
sexual biases and stereotypes, in ac- 
cordance with the section on equal 
rights, will not be permitted. 

As well, the Council wants section 
three on political rights to conform with 
the section on equal rights. Remem- 
bering a not-so-dlstant past when 
women and other minorities were 
denied the right to vote and hold public- 
office, they find the government's 
wording, "without unreasonable 
distinction or limitation", less than 
reassuring. 

In all cases what the Council is 
demanding on behalf of Canadian 
women is a charter that will clearly and 
specifically sanction equal rights In all 
areas and, further, a charter that 
Inherently condemns all forms of 
discrimination against women. 

In light of the flagrant abuses of the 
current Bill of Rights with regards to 
discrimination against women, It Is 
Imperative that the proposed charter 
embody and support, without restric- 
tion, equal rights for all people all of the 
time. 

Equal rights must be entrenched, but 
they should be done so in a manner not 
open to varying Interpretations. 

The Constitution Committee Is 
scheduled to report on their amended 
package February 6th.
